Record 
companies have certain product lines, 
aimed at certain markets. They may, for 
example, categorize them as Full-price; 
Mid-price; and Budget. | | 


If you don’t need to worry about 
price, you can buy anything. If you 
choose a certain price ceiling, that limits 
your choice. If this means having two 
thousand CDs to choose from instead of 
ten thousand, you may think the 
limitation is not particularly irksome. 


Some budget-price CDs are new 
recordings. Others may be reissues - the 
‘record company can ignore the fixed cost 
(the cost of recording, spent long ago, 
“water under the bridge”), and they only 
have to consider the variable costs 
(royalties and manufacturing) plus profit 
margin.

I" Zimbabwe, they have a time set aside 
every evening when people would sit 
and relax after a long day’s work to talk 
about their day.

Why and how did the founders choose 
Zimbabwean music of all the music from 
around the world? . 

It all started in Seattle during the Folk 
Life Festival in 1991. Victorians, Dean 
Samuels, Fiona Connan, and.Rick Palmer,

‘were enjoying tunes from all over the 


world. Admiring the unique talents of 
the performers, the trio did what they

Connan thought the idea was superb 
neither of them gave it a serious thought. 
A year later, during the summer of 1992, 
while driving out from Ontario, Connan 
played a marimba tape from Palmer. “It 
was then that we made up our minds to 
give marimba a chance,” said Connan. 

By the summer of 1992, they had built 
their first soprano marimba, and formed 
a band called Victoria Marimba. 


According to Samuels, Zimbabwean 
Marimba music was first introduced to 


_ the Pacific North West by Dumisani 


Maraire who has been teaching it at 
University of Washington since the 1960s. 
The band which later came to be called 
Marimba Muzuva, loosely translated, 
wooden voices in the sun, learnt most 
their music from former students of 


Professer Masaire. Marimba Muzuva was 


the first band to introduce this music to 
Canada. | 

Trip to Zimbabwe. 

In the fall of 1994, Marimba Muzuva 
made a trip to Zimbabwe. The reason for 
the trip, according to Sherry Kirkvold, 
(one of the members of the band), was to 
get a deeper understanding of the music, 
and most importantly the people from 
which the music comes. They traveled to 
Zimbabwe where Ted Wright (another 
member) said of the whole musical 
experience, “we only scratched the 
surface, there was more to learn and the 
band had less time to learn much” 

The band paid its way to Africa. The 
money was raised through shows it put 
up. The drive to raise money for the trip 
started about two years before the 


scheduled trip in fall of 1994. According 


to Kirkvold , 45 gigs were put up to raise 
the funds starting in September of 1993. 
Shows were organized on the streets, in 
clubs, at festivals and with a tour of 
British Columbia, said Kirkvold. 


_ Muzuva enjoys playing on the streets, _ 
as a matter of fact got their fame playing 


on the streets. Each individual member 


has their favorite street shows they still 


remember. The four members | 
interviewed said their favourite street 


shows were in 1993 and 1994 on 
Government street when they played 
right after the Symphony Splash. They 
called them “block parties”. Two blocks 
were blocked when people came to 
watch the band play. The other one was 
their first gig at Herman's Jazz club in the 
spring of 1993, when they opened up for 
one of the top bands then on the west 
coast, Seattle’s Musango . They have also 
played at the Raeggae Mass Jam, 
Harpos, Earth Walk, Hemp Fest at 
the1994 Commonwealth Games, 
and around schools in Victoria. 
They are grateful to the people 


so far for their music. 

Their repertoire continued to 
grow. They imbarked on a British 
Columbia tour in 1993. 

The tour left many memories 
both good and bad. One of these 
experiences was when two of 
their cars on the trip broke down 
and they had to buy another one. 
This caused more trouble for the 
band. “One car broke down near 
Nelson and we had to leave it 
behind, many of us throughout 
the tour thought that the trip 
wasn't a good idea,” said Dean. 
“we had a great time, despite the 
difficulties”, he added. 

According to Ted Wright, more 
people play marimba music on 
the West Coast than in the whole 
of Zimbabwe. Marimba music is played 
from Nelson, British Columbia down to 
California in the United States. One of 
the reasons there is not much interest in 
Zimbabwe is that music was discouraged 
during the colonial era. The post-colonial 
government of Zimbabwe, in its efforts 
to revive interest in traditional music, has 
established schools where such music is 
taught, such as Mwanagoma College. 
People in Zimbabwe have not in the past 


read music, but played by ear. Thatisthe . 


way it is taught, said Dean. According to 


Wright, Zimbabweans are now starting to’ _ 


read and write music. 

While in Zimbabwe they had the 
chance to meet and play with some the 
big name musicians such as Oliver 
Mutukudzi, Ephat Mujuru, Sydney, the 
great Mbira player and Beauler Djoko, 
the Marimba maker, who taught them 
some tunes. The different members 
stayed for periods ranging from three 
weeks to four months. They want to go 
back. Marimba Muzuva is working on a 
recording. Most of their songs are written 
or arranged by Masaire, except from 
other styles they learnt while in 
Zimbabwe. |

Forbidden Passages 


G ather around for a story and throw another book on the fire. Forbidden Passages is a 
collection of stories, essays adn cartoons—all of which have been censored by Canada 
Customs. The book has been published in order to raise funds to pay the legal fees of 
Little Sister's Book and Art Emporium in their lawsuit against the government. 

Although it didn’t take me long to pick sides in the dispute, the real reason | wanted 
to read this book was to see just what Canada Customs feels Canadians shouldn't .be 
allowed to read. And this is unfortunate, because the focus is on the debate-rather than 
on the stories themselves, even though writing inspired it. 

Like any anthology, there is a mix—some of the works are amazing, and others are 
poorly written, and lost my interest regardless of the sexual taboos and the details of the 
content. But, of course, after reading each story, the first question wasn't whether the 
book was good by any literary standards, but whether it should have been banned. 

Forbidden Passages has sections that are clear and beautifully written. David 
Wojnarowicz's short story, “Spiral,” has some very graphic and disturbing scenes, but its 
strength lies in the stark realism. Beneath graphic cartoons the story reads: 

It was the guy in the next bed; all afternoon he’d been making honking sounds like a 
suffocating goose. He was about ninety years old and | only got a glimpse of him and saw 


that they’s strapped an oxygen mask over his leathered face and when he screamed it 


sounded like a voice you’d hear over a contraption made of two tin cans and a piece of 
wire. ) 

Several of the works left me confused—not in the way they were written, but rather 
why they were banned in the first place. An example of this is Dorothy Allison's “Mama.” 
There is no illicit content in it, so | imagine thta the customs officials must have been 
reading a deeper subtext, or else they limit the amount of times the word ass can be used 
in a story. | guess the limit is three. 

Some of the material may be shocking, but there is nothing here that a person can’t 
choose to read in any porno magazine sold. in Canada. And because of this, one can 
hardly see that it’s not necessarily the graphic depictions of sex, but rather the genders of 
the partners portrayed in the works that bugs Customs Canada. 

In Forbidden Passages, there is content which some may find obscene and there is 
content which some may find offensive. But we can all agree that much of the content is 
honest. It is on this point that | recommend the collection—in that honesty and open 
ideas are the framework for these essays and stories.
